With  the  traditional  Auf  Wiedersehen  or  Geraian  goodbye  140  BYU 
students  depart  Saturday  at  11  a. m.  from  Salt  Lake  City  via  chartered 
KLM  Royal  Dutch  jet  transport  for  Salzburg. 

STUDENTS  REMAINING  in  Provo  will  depart  at  7:30  a.m.  from 
the  Travel  Study  office  to  go  by  bus  to  the  Salt  Lake  Ain)oi*t. 

The  group  will  then  fly  \’ia  New  York  and  Amsterdam  to  IMunich, 
German}',  then  there  they  will  take  a two  hour  bus  ride  through  Baravia 
to  Salzburg,  arriving  there  Sunday. 

UPON  ARRIVAL  in  Salzburg  a reception  is  planned  with  several  of 
the  city  dignitaries.  According  to  Dennis  Taylor,  studentlx)dy  president 
for  the  group,  the  program  will  provide  a broader  view  of  international 
problems  and  understanding  to  the  students. 

Accompanying  the  students  will  l>e  four  BYU  faculty  members  in- 
cluding Ray  Hillam,  of  the  Political  Science  Dept.,  Dr.  John  Ilalliday  of 
the  Music  Dept.;  Dr.  Eugene  Cam.pbell,  of  the  History  Dept.;  and  Dr. 
Arthur  Watkins,  of  the  Language  Dept. 

PREREQUISITE  FOR  tlie  trip  is  at  least  two  semesters  of  German. 
At  Salzburg  the  students  will  take  advanced  courses  in  Gennan,  and 
study  German  and  Austnan  history,  music,  and  European  culture. 

Supplementary  courses  will  be  taught  by  the  professors  who  accom- 
pany the  group. 

MANY  SIDE  TRIPS  are  planned  for  the  group  during  their  visit.  A 
six-day  Easter  trip  will  take  the  students  to  Rome.  Florence  and  Venice. 

A three-day  return  trip  to  Venice  is  planned  for  mid-May.  Upon  com- 
pletion of  the  semester  May  29,  students  will  tour  vanous  Europeon  coun- 
tries. 

STUDENT  OFFICERS  said  they  plan  to  hold  various  cultural  ex- 
changes with  the  German  and  Austrian  students. 

Student  officers  chosen  to  assist  Pres.  Taylor  are  Robert  King,  cul- 
ture; Paul  Carpenter,  publicity;  and  Suzanne  Jeppson,  secretary. 

Paul  Cai'penter  has  agreed  to  establish  a con’espond- 
ence  with  the  l^niverse  to  inform  the  BYU  students  of  the 
activities  of  the  Salzburg  group.

Orwell’s  1984  Reviewed . . . 


^an  One  Species 
Of  Animal  Kingdom

Orwell’s  1981  is  interesting  but 
not  really  pos.sible,  for  the  posi- 
World  War  III  era  is  not  as  grim 
a place  as  Orwell  pictures  it. 
Three  superstates  are  continu- 
ously at  war  with  each  other,  too 
large  to  be  conquered  yet  not 
able  to  crush  the  ofhers.  This 
struggle  is  more  like  a game  with 
well-defined  rules  and  goals,  be- 
cause tlie  fighting  is  confined  to 
the  no-man’s  land  Africa  and 
serves  mainly  as  a means  to  get 
rid  of  surplus  productions,  to 
channel  aggressions  against  the 
enemy,  and  to  perpetuate  des- 
potism at  home.  The  real  war  is 
conducted  by  the  governing  elites 
of  each  state  against  the  people. 

1981  DKSCKIKES  the  society  of 
Oceania,  one  of  the  three  super- 
states, but  Orwell  implies  that 
life  is  the  same  in  the  other 
states.  The  people  are  divided  in- 
to three  classes,  the  High,  Low, 
and  the  Middle.  In  “nevvspeak” 
they  are  called  “inner  party,’’  the 
“proles,”  and  the  “outer  party”. 
The  object  of  the  inner  party  is 
to  perpetuate  its  dictatorship  and 
privileged  position  despite  the 
cyclical  nature  of  history. 

Heretofore  it  had  been  the  fate 
of  every  top  class  to  be  succeeded 
in  its  dominant  position  by  a new

THE  OKCHESTKA’S  musical 
director  Donald  Jolianos  will  con- 
duct the  premier  performance  of 
the  work  along  with  eight  other 
new  pieces  selected  by  a panel  of 
prominent  conductors  and  music 
educators. 

Dr.  Gales  iias  boon  invited  to 
attend  the  conference.  Noted  com- 
poser and  chairman  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  l\Iusic  De- 
I>artment,  he  composed  the  symp-^ 
hony  while  working  under  a BYU 
research  grant,  1962-64,  finishing 
it  while  on  sabbatical  leave  from 
the  Universitv  last  year. 

ACCORDING  TO  DR.  GATES. 
“Symphony  No.  3”  is  written  in 
one  movement  divided  into  four 
sections. 

Dr  Gates  has  composed  more 
than  225  original  works  and  hund- 
reds of  arrangements.  Among  the 
most  important  are  the  music  for 
“Promised  Valley,”  the  1947  Utah 
Centennial  musical  play;  “Sand 
in  Their  Shoes,”  musical  play 
based  on  the  Mormon  Battalion 
performed  at  BYU  in  1959  and 
1960;  “Praise  Ye  the  Lord.”  the 
MIA  Festival  of  1958:  and  “Papa 
and  the  Playhouse,”  1962  musical 
play  celebrating  the  centennial  of 
the  Salt  Lake  Theater. 
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class  of  leaders  fiom  the  middle 
ckfss.  O’Brian,  Orwell’s  mouth- 
piece, says  that  the  party  has 
found  the  way  to  stop  this  cycle. 
Each  member  of  the  inner  party 
pays  for  admission  to  the  elite 
with  complete  self-annihilation. 
Orwell  considers  the  striving  for 
power  so  overwhelming  that  men 
are  willing  to  surrender  com- 
pletely to  the  parly. 

ORWELL’S  bask;  assumption 
of  course  is  that  man  is  just  an- 
others  species  of  the  animal 
kingdom.  OHierwise  I cannot  see 
how  he  could  reach  these  conclus- 
ions about  “utopia”.  There  is  no 
nature  of  man  in  the  Platonic 
sense,  nor  is  man  what  he  makes 
of  himself.  Man  is  whal  others 
determine  him  to  be. 

I think  this  is  the  major  weak- 
ness in  Orwell’s  thought  that  he 
does  not  grant  man  the  freedom 
to  choose.  Nor  can  I agree  that 
man  would  go  through  the  kind 
of  self-abasement  necessary  to  be 
a member  of  the  “inner  party”. 
Fui'thermore,  even  if  a man 
might  wish  to  do  it,  I don’t  see 
how  lie  could  continue  function- 
ing in  a position  of  responsibility. 

SOME  OF  THE  interesting 
features  of  the  book  are  the  use 
of  “newspeak”,  “doublethink”, 
and  Orwell’s  explanation  for  the 
anti^motionalism  of  the  party. 
•With  the  introduction  of  news- 
peak,  the  party  hoped  in  time  to 
make  heresy  utterly  impossible. 
Doublethink  is  the  mechanism 
by  which  the  individual  party 
member  could  evade  all  inner  con- 
flicts, and  Orwell  notes  tiiat  the 
higher  an  individual  rate.s  in  the  j 
party  the  more  fanatic  and  adept 
he  is  with  doublethink. 

The  anti-emotionalism  of  the 
party  is  founded  on  the  fact  that 
the  party  feeds  on  the  fanaticism 
and  over-enthusiasm  of  its  mem- 
bers. Therefore,  the  party  can- 
not permit  people  to  love. 

Although  Orwell’s  premi.ses  do 
not  hold  , he  has  nevertheless 
succeeded  in  presenting  shrewed 
insights  about  the  nature  6f  poli- 
tical control,  the  interrelation- 
ships within  a society  and  the 
function  of  wars.  His  observa- 
tions about  mankind  are  not  too 
flattering  but  unforunately  he  is 
pot  altogether  wrong  .

DeGaulle  Suggests  Meet 
Red  China  Among  Group 


PARIS,  (AP) —President  Char- 
les De  Gaulle  Thursday  suggest- 
ed a five-power  conference — in- 
cluding Communist  China — to 
resolve  the  crisis  in  the  United 
Nations. 

HE  ALSO  DECLARED  that 
the  role  of  the  dollar  in  interna- 
tional finance  should  be  deem- 
phasized,  and  that  the  problem  of 
German  reunification  can  be 
solved  only  by  Europeans. 

Throughout  a 75-minutes  news 
conference  in  the  ornate  Red 
and  Gold  Room  at  the  Elysee 
Palace,  De  Gaulle  kept  coming 
back  to  a recurring  theme— the 
need  for  reducing  U.S.  influence 
in  European  affairs. 

He  was  never  truculent  or  in- 
sistent. He  developed  his  opin- 
ions in  long  explanations  delving 
into  the  historical  development  of 
each  problem  and  added  briefly 
how  he  thought  -they  could  be 
solved. 

The  principal  points  covered 
during  the  news  conference: 

— The  United  Nations  has  stray- 
ed far  from  its  charter  and  has 
been  used  as  a political  tool  in 
the  Cold  War.  Without  mention- 
ing the  United  States,  he  assert- 
ed that  the  U.N.  Congo  operation 
had  been  used  to  send  in  political, 
economic  and  administration  mis- 
sions favorable  to  one  big  power. 
He  said  the  only  way  he  could 
see  to  get  the  United  Nations  back
